Blast Said to Have Been 
Heaviest 


That Has Yet Occurred in New Je r ­ 


sey— Officers of Plant 
Blown 
Up 


Thursday Say It W as of Incendiary 
Origin. 


New* York, Jan. 13.--W hat was said 
to be the heaviest explosion In iho 
history of 
munition 
plants in N«w 
Jersey occurred at tin* DuPont Pow ­ 
der works near Pompton Lake, N. J. 
Tite force of the explosion was dis­ 
tinctly felt in New York City at 0:32 
o’clock. 
The blast was so severe that tele­ 
phone and' telegraphic communication 
was tem porarily disabled and details 
of the disaster were difficult to obtain. 
Tin* New* York police have received 
information by telephone that twen­ 
ty persons were killed and many in­ 
jur««! in tin* explosion 
at 
Pompton 
Lakes. 


Thinks Thursday Blast Incendiary. 
New* York, Jan. 13. 
The Canadian 
Car ami Foundry company, Ltd., in a 
statement, strongly intimated that the 
origin of the fir«* and subsequent ex­ 
plosions which wrecked it’s plant at 
Kin «land, N J., Thursday afternoon 
was incendiary. 
It was reported on good authority 
which is practically substantiated by 
the company's careful worded state­ 
ment that many threats have been re­ 
ceiv'd by th«> company in the last feyv 
months. It was said that several small 


f i r e s war«- discovered in the nick of 
time. It was also said that recently 
the night watchman, guanPng tin* of­ 
fices of the company, had been ap­ 
proached by several men who sought 
to bribe him into revealing* the blue 
prints and specifications which cover­ 
ed tin* ammunition orders. 


Loss Is $16.000,000. 


The company estimates 
the 
total 
loss resulting from tin* explosion at 
about $16,000,000, of which about $3,- 
001»,000 is covered by insurance, The 
company statement said: 
"An examination into the circum 
.-dances attending the origin of the 
fire in Building No. 30 lip-; created 
tit«* impression that it is possible, if 
not probable, that the fire was of in 
cendiary origin. 
"The officers of the company do not 
wish to make 
any 
further «1* finite 
statement 
with regard to this until 
the investigations are completed. 
"Tin* entire plant was most careful 
!y guarded and every saf«’gua*\l known 
to science had been 
installed, 
and 
«-very p o s s ib le provision made to safe­ 
guard the adjoining pr* mDes against 
injuries n-sulting from explosion.”
